Thus I have been credibly informed, that a St. Ovzers 
Fefuit declared, that they were twenty years hammering. out 
the Sed? of the Quakers 5 and whoever confiders the Pofitions of 
thofe People, will eafily be induced to believe them forged up- 
on a Popijh Anvil. They refufe all Oaths,a neat Covert for Priefts 
and Fefuits to evade the Tefts of the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy, and avoid the Punifhment which follows their dif- 
covery 5 they defpife the Scriptures, fo do Papifts ; they con- 
temn our Sacraments, efpecially the Eucharift, fo do Papifts;

tion to him, to prefent him to the Bifhop, in order to fome 


Preferment. The Dean thought it fit to hear the faid Thomas .ai. se&s, 


Heth preach in the Cathedral Church before he would inter- 
eft himfelf in his behalf to the Bifsop. Accordingly he ap- 
pointed him to preach upon the 21 of November, where he 
took his Text Aéfs 12. ver. 6. Peter-therefore was kept in Pri- 
fon, but Prayers were made without ceafing of the Church to God 
for bim. But fo it happened, that while he was preaching, 
‘cafually by pulling out his Handkerchief, a Letter drop’t into 
the Bottom of the Pulpit, directed to him by the name of Tho- 
‘snas Finne, from one Samuel Malt a nctorious Englith Fefuit, 
then at Madrid in Spain. 

This Letter being found in the Pulpit by Richard Fiber,

potent Monarch of Europe, and which confirms the Opinion, I 
do not remember the Scots made any Complaint of this great 
Fleet as defigned againft them. | | 

But that which makes the thing plain, is the Difcovery 
which was made to Sir William Bofwell, by Andreas ab Hab- 
nerfield, which was communicated firft by Sir William to my 
Lord of Canterbury, and by him tran{mitted to the iting then

in Rufhworths Collections, and is too long here to infert, but 
the principal parts. and matterof the Plot was this, That there 
was a Defign on Foot by the Papilts againft the Life of the 
King and the: Arcb- bifbop... Thatto effe& this the. Scottif> 
Commotions were raifed, and fomented by the Fefwits, that 
they exafperated the Englifh Diffenters by the Severity ufed 
againft 
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apaintt Pryn, Burton; and Baftwick, and the Scots by the Fears 
of Popery upon the Impofition of the Common-Prayer Book 3 
that Cuneus or Cou, the Popes Legate, and Chamberlain a Scot, 
Chaplain and Almoner to Cardinal Richliew were the great 
Negotiators of this Confpiracy, and that the Defign was to em- 
broil thefe Nations in a Civil War. The Troubles came on 
fo faft, as may well be fuppofed, precipitated for Fear of a fur- 
ther Profecution of this Difcovery, that the Arch-bifbop loft his 
Head for refufing a Cardinals Hat, and oppolmg the Seottifh 
Covenanters; and the King His, becaufe he would not give 
away the Crown, and pull down the Mitre by granting Tolera- 
tion. And however the following Diltractions and Rebellion 
ftifled the further Profecution and Difcovery of this Plot, yet 
the Tragical Event juftified the Truth of the Difcovery. 

What the Confequences of thefe Proceedings would have 
been if Providence had permitted thofe Ufurping Powers to come 
to any firm Eftablifhment, God only knows; but a Zyranny 
in the Church like that of the Papacy is moft {uitable and na- 
tural to the Tyrannical and: Arbitary Government of Rebels, 
Regicides, and Ufurpers. But God miraculouily reftoring our 
gratious Sovereign King Charles the Second to his Throne, 
and the Church of England to her priftine Splendor, we were 
in a State of Tranguillity till of late years. 

But the Papifts envious-of our Happinefs, began or rather 
continued to leaven. the difaffected Party of men in Church 
and State againft both; and how far they had driven on their 
Deligns for a fecond Revolution few People can be Strangers 3 
the old Stories were revived, and new ones minted, to raife. 
Fears and Jealoufies of Tyranny and Popery, to fet us all toge- 
ther by the Ears. The Scots were animated to a Rebellicn, 
and did actually break out into a form’d Rebellion... the Diffens- 
ters were bufie every where to calumniate the Bilhops- and 
Church as popithly affected, the Lawa Sleeves were threatned, 
and the Epifcopal Party branded with all the names of Igno- 
miny 3 fo that the rich and wife Citizens of the great Metropo- 
lis of London, knew {carcely whether their greatett Danger was. 
from Papifts, or Fanaticks, Wealth being always a Crime in 
Poptlar Tumults, and InfurreCtions 3 Seditton was-.as commone 
ly 
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ly talked,and as hot as Coffee was drank and ina Word, from 
the Court to the’Cortage, none could efeape’ the’ Imputtation of 
popithly affected, who durlt write, or {peak in Vindication of 
the Church of England, or againit Diffenters. ) 

And that all this ‘was but a Branch of the late horrid Popifh- 
Plot againft his Maje(ties Life, the‘Government by-Law efta- 
blithed, and the Proteftant Religion, 1 offer the Teftimony of 
Dr. Oats the firlt ‘and principal Difcoverer; who al] along 
charges the Papifts, the difguifed Priefts and Fefuits with ma- 
naging the imtemperate heat of Separati(ts againtt the Governe 
mentyand we cannot without bringing a manifeftand dangerous. 
Difreputation upon the reft-of ‘his Evidence, but believe him 
when upon his Oath he affures us, that the Jefuits creep in 
among Deffenters under the difguife of Nonconforming Minifiers, 
to divide and exafperate, to raife, and blow up Animofities 
and Calumnies into actual Rebellion againft the Civil Govern- 
ment under a pretence of their diflike of the Ecclefiaftical.

This Lord 
was the Perfon that after the Defeat of the Rebells at Both- 
well-Bridge, took occafion, upon the Indulgence granted by 
His Majelty, to erecta Houfe within two miles of Edinburgh, 
for a publick Conventicle of Non-conformitts, and: for his 
building this Synagogue went for a zealous man among thems 
but fo it happened, that not long after, he was barbaroufly 
murdered by a Woman Relation, with whom he had inceftu- 
oufly lived many years: After his Death, a Difpenfation was 
found in his Clofet, from the Pope, to marry her, which it 
feems he delaying, to do, fhe took his Life, as the Price and 
Reparation of her abufed Honour - which plainly fhews, that 
thefe Supporters of the Non-couformijts may be, and are fecret 
Papifts. |

Now, as in Reafon we cannot believe the Papifts are lefs 
follicitous for their Affairs in England, than in Scotland and 
Ireland, fo we cannot but conclude, from this evident Matter 
of Fad, that they have been as induftrious among the Englifh 
Non-conformifis to fow dividing Principles, and animate 
them againft the Government and Governours both in Church 
and State. 

And that this may not pafS for a bare Suppofition, with- 
out Ground, I have heard Mr. Prance affirm, that both Gavax 
and Whitebread ufed to preach frequently in Conventicles in 
Scuthwark, and other places: and 1 am able to prove, Whites - 
bread, alias White, the Provincial of the Fefuits, who was exe- 
cuted for the Plot; did not many Months before the Difco- 
very, and his Apprehenfion, preach in a Conventicle as a None 
conformift, at Spaldwick, within five miles of Huntington 
and that he had feveral times done the like before, as. was at- 
tefted by feveral of the Congregation, before divers Gentle- 
mien in’ the County of Huntington's and if the fhamie of -Dif- 
fenters didnot {mother the further Difcovery of this Truth, 
for fear of the juft Reproach and Infamy it would bring up- 
on them among the mis-led People, I doubt not but we. 
fhould find thele Friars, and Fofuits,.in difguife of Non-con- 
formilts,: and by falfe Names, as frequent in the Pulpits of Se- 
paratifts, as their Ordinary Teachers. Ea 

And indeed nothing is more feifible or eafie 5 for it is no- 
more than for a Jefuit to bring a counterfeit Letter of Recom- 
mendation from ~ fome -known’ Non-conformift either out 
of the Town, if he deigns to travel and preach’ in¢ the 
Countreys, as an Itineyant, or out of the Countrey, if he 
Will preach in the’ ‘Town, or a Certificate that he has preach- 
ed in fuch or fuch Congregations, with their’ Approbation, 
which he is fure'to have, if he inveigh againft Popery, Bi- 
thops, Ceremonies, Common Prayer, and for’ Liberty of Con- 
Dita | {cience, 
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{cience, and the Bufinefs is done, and without further Exa- 
- mination, he is admitted into their Pulpits, and (hall pafs for 
a zealous Proteltant, and a Heavenly man, in the opinion of 
the undifcerning, Auditors, as Father Commin,and Father Heth 
have done, and many others before. 

Whereas the Church of England takes care that none be 
admitted to the Charge of Souls without all the Camtion ima- 
ginable againft Popery they muft take the Oaths of Allegi- 
ance and Supremacy, have Teftimonials. from Perfons that 
iknow them, of their Ability and foundnefs of Judgment, 
they muft thew their Letters of Ordination, before they are 
admitted to preach in an unknown Congregation, and have a 
Licenfe from the Bifhop of the Diocefe, before they can regu- 
larly preach in a Congregation whereinto they are by Law 
inftituted and inducted. 

The tfatural Inferences which follow from this unquefti- 
onable matter of Faéf, here faithfully related, and offered 
to the {erious confideration of ali fober People, of what 
Per{wafion foever, are thefe. 

Firft, That the Pope and Papifts have ever fince the Prote- 
fant Reformation endeavoured to raife up Seéts and Diffe- 
rences in Opinion amongf{t Proteftants, by {ending their dif- 

uifed Emiffaries among the zealous, and well-meaning Peo- 
ple, to feduce them into Separation and Schifm 

Secondly, ‘That they look upon thefe Practices as moft effe- 
Gual means to bring the People back to the Romifh Religion, 
and to introduce Poperyamong Us. 

Thirdly, That for this purpofe they have been all along 
induftrious in this courfe, by depraving the Government of 
Epifcopacy as Lyrannical, the Eftablifhed Prayers as Popifh, by 
extolling, Extempore Prayers as Spiritual, by encouraging an un= 
licenfed Miniltry, by preaching up Liberty of Confcieace, and: 
that it’ is to be Obtained and maintained at any rates and it: 
s< worth: obfervation, that’ Coleman dates the Aira of all the- 
misfortunes like to happen to Catholiques, from the fatal re- 
{cinding, of the late Toleration: therein'agreeing exactly with. 
Diffenters, who were no lels Querulous for the {topping of that 
Door, though from him nothing ‘can’ be more. evident, than

Fifibly,. That-therctore obliinate  Diffentereare before God; 
and ,according, to the Judgment of che {trongelt Reafon,, built 
upon plain matter of undeniable, Fad, guilty of all the real

~ Sixthly,, That the Church of Exgland.in-DoGrine and Difei- 
pline is the greate{t Enemy the Papifts have, according to. their 
own declared Senfe and. Judgment, and confequently wholly 
inngcent of any {uch Defigns and, Compliances, or Approach- 
esto the Church of Rome, as Father Du, Moulin,.and other, 
Brain-tick or worfe People, endeavour-to fix upon-her ; and, 
that ut is. impoffible to give a clearer Demonfiration of the In- 
nocence of the Bilhops and Clergy of England, than Dr. Oats 
has in the 7:2 Paragraph of :his ‘Narvative,-beforeerecited, con- 
cerning, the Popes Bull or) Breve, ,beftowing, all the confidera- 
ble Promotions >and Dignities, in England upon Papitts there 
mentioned, which; could »not-be,done without cumming out 
the prefent Bihops and; Dignitaries.of the Church, : and. there 
cannot be a more demontirative Argument that He eficems 
them Hereticks.and Enemies ; for there is no doubt,but if the 
Pope. had. any., hopes | of, their compliance with. Popery, he 
would not only baye confented to,theix:continuance dn thofe 
Sigil Hoe ae he 
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Promotions, but have promifed high Rewards, and Encou- 
ragements to them. | 

Seventhly, that therefore it is the yoynt Intereft both of Prince. 
and People of thefe Nations to fupport and defend the Church 
of Exgland as now by Law Eitablifhed , thofe of her Commu- 
nion being by a Tract of Experience of equal date with the 
Reformation, found to be both in Principles and Practice the 
moft Peaceable and Loyal Subjects, and foundeft Proteftants, 
of unthaken Allegiance and unblemifhed Loyalty, the ableft 
Champions again{t Popery, and the oncly Bulwork of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, as is but too evident by the conftant endea- 
vours of the Papilts, both by their own Power and the atfift- 
ance of Diffenters to undermine and overthrow Jt. 

To conclude, as I have here impartially related matter of 
Fact, and drawn neceflary Inferences from it, without Ani- 
molity or bitternefs of Language, {o | hope Good men “will, 
without prejudice or partiality, weigh it in an equal Balance, 
and make that charitable Ufe of it for which it was intended, 
that it may be a means by diftovering the fource and original 
of our Divifions and Diltra¢tions, our Fears and Apprehen- 
fions, and thereby give us the opportunity to break the 
Snares of our Enemies, to which, nothing can fo effectually 
contribute, as our uniting in the Proteftant Religion of the 
Church of England. 

God of his infinite Mercy, who maketh men to be of one 
mind in a Houle, who is the Author of @eace; and the Lover - 
of Concord, who breaketh the Snares of the Ungodly, turn- 
eth their Wife-men backward, and thetr-Counfcls into Fool- 
ifhnc{s; grant that in this our day, we may fee, and know, 
‘and follow the things that make. for our Peace, that fo our Di- 
vifions may not be our Raine, that the Enemies of our Coun- 
trey and Religion may not triumph over us, but that by our 
Union with the Eftablithed Government in Church and State, 
we may defeat the Detigns of our Enemies, and difappoint their 
Expectations. God long preferve the Life of our Dread Sove- 
reiga, and defend this Church, the moft truly Apoftolique of 


any Church upon the Face of the Earth.
